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Where the statutes so require, the judge must certify the disqualification or qualification; in a proper case, an order 
transferring the cause must be made. 


When it is properly established, a judge should certify the disqualification. ! While no additional motion may be necessary 
to make a proper transfer of the case,” ordinarily, the mere disqualification of a judge does not operate to transfer the cause 
to another court, but there must be an order for transfer? complying with appropriate regulatory, statutory, or constitutional 


provisions.“ However, under some statutes, the action or case is automatically removed to another court.’ 
In the absence of a statute authorizing it, the order recusing the judge must be made by the judge in open court, not at chambers.° 


While a statute requiring a court to change the place of trial upon filing of a proper affidavit does not place the duty on counsel 


to draft the required order, this does not preclude the court from requesting counsel to draw and present such order.’ 
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
